States and Japan covering the island 
of Ya.p. Originally the league of na- 
tions, bestowed upon Japan a man- 
date or charter enabling her to con- 
trol tho island of, Yap. The Wilson 
administration under Secretary Colby 
protested and 
so 
did 
Secretary 


Hughes. Tho latter contended for in- 
ternational control of the island. As 
it now develops, the. Harding admin- 
istration yielded to Japan the right to 
hold the mandate originally given by 
the league of nations but nsked for 
certain additional privileges with re- 
spect to radio and cable communica- 
tion. 


If the United States had been a 


member of the league of nations when 
tho mandates were distributed, the 
simple dissent on the part of this 
country would have been sufficient to 
prevent Japan from getting Tap and 
the island might have been interna- 
tionalized. As it is. the league went 
ahead and gave Tap to Japan and the 
United States afterwards was obliged 
to carry on a, long diplomatic battle 
to1 get certain valuable cable, and 
rjidiO'-privileges—^n^otdec^o assure 
herself of the latter America-was com- 
pelled to yield something to^Japan and 
that happens to be the mandate itself. 


PREDICTIONS TRUE .

/ple of the United States. They employ 


650.000 'teachers to handle, the busi- 
ness. There is a branch of the business 
in every village, district and town in the 
country.

PEACTICAL IDEALS OF NEW 


LIBERALISM 


Recent events, such as the Arms Con- 


ference, the British-Irish settlement and 
the Canadian election, demonstrate that 
the war and its consequences have propa- 
gated «, more human sentiment through- 
out the world and a bettor, friendlier, 
franker spirit among the nations. Ten- 
dencies in connection with the stringent 
commercial depression and improvement 
of fundamental" ocorio'mSe conditions in 
Europe point to further expansion of the 
idea of a common brotherhood. 


Though it may appear to be paradoxical, 


it is a fact that the community of inter- 
national interests 5s based on direct recog- 
nition of the individual. It is after all, 
a republican principle, and not a political 
or social phenomenon. The people have 
"become a factor in their own offairs be- 
cause the individual tnjoys more liberty, 
self-assurance or hope, end the status of 
the individual is brighter and more for- 
tunate as a result of collective assertion 
of power and confidence. 


The war is still democratizing the 


rrorld. Though it seems lo have a 
strengthened national aspiration and pa- 


i riot ism, it is also destroyiip interuatiou- 
:i! prejudice. People are learning that, 
notwithstanding languages, customs and 
oven Jaws are different, human hearts 
aro alike. Governments are 
perceiving 


that the secret of modern statesmanship 
lies iu conferring liberty, happiness and 
opportunity 
to 
the 
individual. 
For 


democracy is individualism. 


It is not so easy to see the liberalis- 


ing drift, in social disturbances., like the- 
conflict between capital and labor, or the 
discontent bred by the commercial reac- 
tion, but tiiesc derangements no doubt 
are phases of a development toward un- 
derstanding and permanent adjustment. 
Principally, they arc corrective processes, 
and it must be borne in mind that it is 
easier to establish a principle and culti- 
vate an ideal than to perfect the practical 
details. 


DISLOYAL UNCONCERN 


There is a practical form of American- 


ism that is most essential to the survival 
of democracy. It is the patriotism of 
peace. 


"When we think of patriotism, we have 


war in mind. Our main idea of American- 
ism is weaning foreigners away from pe- 
culiar "opinions, customs and tongues and 
teaching them the language, principles, 
laws and conventions of the United States. 
"We aim to correct misimpressions of gov- 
ernment which they acquired through em- 
bittering experience under some sort of 
tyranny, and interest them in. education 
and the rare opportunities which -are af- 
forded in this country for success and 
advancement. 


Two types of foreigners are natural and 


implacable foes to republicanism. 
One 


is the newcomer who gladly -accepts the 
choicest benefits of personal liberty, yet 
remains indisposed to adopt himself (to 
American ideals and never contributes in 
devotion or service to the welfare of the 
majority. Except that he prospers from 
the privileges which he enjoys, he feels, 
or at least acts, but little loyalty. The 
more dangerous enemy is 'the naturalized 
or prospective citizen who presumes to so- 
cialize the American system of represen- 
taliv'e government, with its basic recog- 
nition of the rights of the individual. To 
make respectful and grateful Americans 
of these" and other foreigners, it is neces- 
s<iry to study their point of view, as de- 
termined by their previous and present 
environment, their conception of freedom 
and their hypothesis of democracy. One 
is a selfish disloyalist, who vrill not take 
the trouble to learn Americanism. The 
other is a class-hate zealot. 


But there is a habjtual civic faithless- 


ness, common among many of us who are 
born to Americanism, that is more injuri- 
ous to popular rule than any kind of alien- 
ism. It is threatening because, being- in- 
differently countenanced, its serious con- 
sequences are unobserved. "We fail to con- 
template often enough that there is a pa- 
'iriotism of peace that biuds us to pre- 
serve, defend and fulfill republicau prin- 
ciples. The public officer who violates bis 
trust or the citizen or organization that 
induces him to do so is disloyal. Cor- 
ruption of a court is disloyalty, and so is 
tampering with a jury. Taking or paying 
money, giving or receiving a favor, for an 
act or omission contrary to the public in- 
terest is a breach of civic honor. Dishon- 
est -and unfair practices iu elections are 
degradation of the highest right of citizen- 
ship. Government of. for and by the peo- 
ple can last only if the people retain full 
confidence in it. The best Americanism. 
• he best patriotism of peace, is to cherish, 
justice and integrity in all branches of 
government. If we did this we would not 
for instance be in a mood to condone the 
evident purpose of the United Stales sen- 
ate to whitewash Senator Newbcrry and 
permit him to occupy a purchased scat in 
that bo^y.

I 
don't see how any plain business, man can have 
the cheek, nowadays, to tell the simple layman that 
any medicine or combination of medicines will "cure 
a cold in twenty-four hours" or at all. It must be 
that the vendor still considers the simple layman 
very simple indeed. *

diseases which masquerade at first or in some ca.scs 
thruout tho illness as "colds." I'll name the more 
familiar ones: Coryza (accent on the eyes, tho the 
germs are mostly in tho nose), influenza, diphtheria, 
measles, whooping cough, infantile paralysis, epi- 
demic meningitis,

lliness in the early stage? 


1. Go to bed. Rest is cheaper than medicine.

3. Take half a bottle of solution of citrate of 


magnesium (about a glassful); take the other half 
bottle two hours later.

or cold.

6. If there is soreness in the chest, a mustard 


paste should bo applied, watched, and removed in 
ten to thirty minutes, if the skin reddens under it. 


'. A hot mustard foot bath in bed. This is the 


most effective remedy I know of. but it requires 
the care of some one with nurting ability. It pays? 
to call in a. nurse to administer this, if no one in 
the household is competent as a practical nurse. 


8. -Breathe nothing but cold air if cold air is
